AND WHEREAS on November 16", 1999, the Council of The Regional Municipality 
of Hamilton-Wentworth did approve Item No. 3, Item No. 4, Item No. 5 and Item 
No. 6 of the Joint City/Region Budget Steering Committee Report 14-99 which 
authorized the 2000 user fees effective January 1*', 2000. 


AND WHEREAS on November 16", 1999, the Council of The Regional Municipality 
of Hamilton-Wentworth authorized that the appropriate Regional By-laws be 
changed to reflect the 2000 user fees:- 


AND WHEREAS on March 7", 2000, the Council of The Regional Municipality of 
Hamilton-Wentworth did approve Police Services Board Report (PSB 00-005) 
which authorized the increase in the fee charged by the Hamilton-Wentworth 
Regional Police Service for Motor Vehicle Accident Reports and General 
Occurrence Reports from $30 to $40 per Report;
